To ufe it rightly, you muſt mingle half a ſpoonful (more or 
lefs, having reſpe& to the Age or indiſpoſition of the Party that 
is to take it) either in a little Broth, or ſome other Liquor, for 
to temper its Virtues: it may be taken ſeveral:days together, or 
elſe two or three times a week. 


One may alſo uſe it outwardly, for all manner of pains in what 
part of the Body ſoever ; for thoſe that are troubled with a weak- 
neſs in their Sinews, to-fortifie the Joynts3 for the Palfie, Gout, 
Burnings, Contuſions, and in the decline of an Erezipelus, or 
Saint Anthony's Fire. It muſt be uſed by fomenting and-bathing 
the parts affeted, warming it a little if deſired. For a weak- 
neſs of Sight, and the Headach, you muſt rub the Forchead and 
the Eyes. It is alſo very good for Deafneſs,in dropping it into the' 

: Ear, and ſtopping it with a little Wook. The Ladies uſe it for 

their Fas, it makes the skin ſmooth, and a fair Complexion, by. 
taking away Scuris or W itherneſs; you muſt waſh your ſelf twice 
or thrice a week by minglingit with a little Spring-water, efpe- 
cially thoſe that are of a ſwarthy Complexion.
